This condition, and the bold- 
ness of the lavr violators, has cr>s- 
tallkcrl the sentiment in Congress and 
the country in favor of! making more 
adequate provisions for enforcing the 
law. It is realized that until the stock 
or whisky in bond, winch is about half 
what it was three years ago, is mater- 
ially reduced or exhausted, a close- ap- 
p-oarh to complete enforcement will 
not be possible.

It, of course, gave rise to tlie hope 
that the war to end war had been 
fought to an end, but tbe dominant 
feeling in the breasts of both con- 
tenders was that of physical relief 
from a long continued nerve-exhaust- 
ing strain." There was really no mani- 
festation of a "will for peace." On 
part of the Germans It was the adop- 
tion of an expedient to prevent still 
more disastrous defeat By the Allies 
it was regarded as a trick to rob thorn 
of the supreme victory of the 
war 


which they knew wouad soon 
have 


oeen achieved by them. 
While the 


world welcomed the - cessation 
of 


hostilities Tvath glad acclaim, the i 
tentious event was unaccompanied by 
proofs that it had been brought about 
by a change of heart on part of those 
arrayed in deadly conflict. 


In the case of Ireland and England 


the conditions precedent to peace were 
different. Although the strife between

But acting 
under a just God who presides over 
thc destines of nations, certain forces
